Trial in Boston Superior Court 


Boston. Dec. 13.—(AP)—"For- 


ever Amber," fictional account of 
the life and numerous loves of a 
gay young woman in the court of 
England's Charles II, will go into 
Boston Superior court shortly in 
the first test of Massachusetts' 
new censorship law by which books 
rather than booksellers are placed 
on trial. 


The restoration romp 
will

hailed into court early in the new 
year through a petition in equity 
filed by the office of the com- 
monwealth's attorney genera], al- 
leging that the novel is obscene. 


And Amber—not author Kath- 


leen Winsor or publisher Mac- 
Millan—will be the respondent in 
the case, as the 1945 book censor- 
ship law states: 


" . . . Information or petition in 


equity x x x directed against the 
said book by name." 


The new censorship laxv. which 


went into effect in October. 1945. 
does not replace 
the 
common- 


wealth's old aw against obscenity 
in literature which made each sel- 
ler liable to prosecution and penal- 
ty if he distributed, unwittingly or 
not. any book containing passages 
that might result in police com- 
plaints. 


It does, however, 
amend 
that 


measure by giving the Superior 
court the authority to rule on the 
propriety of a book and the further 
power to make a temporary, or 
inlerloctiiory. finding which would 
expose all sellers to prosecution 
during the period in which the 
questioned book awaits judgment. 


Under the new law, any dealer 


who sells or lends such r. book af- 
ter either a temporary or perm- 
anent finding against it is subject 
to prosecution for dealing in the 
book, "knowing it to be obscene."

GFs Marriage To 


Savage Girl Voided 


Hays, Kan., Dec. 13—(AP)— 


The strange marriage of an Amer- 
ican soldier to a -girl member of 
a savage Igorot tribe in the Phil- 
ippine islands was annulled yes- 
terday after the veteran testified 
he wed under threat of death. 


Virgil C. Lehnus testified in dis- 


trict court the marriage was per- 
formed in November of 1942 after 
he had escaped the Japanese but 
then had been captured by the 
Igirots. 


He became ill and was nursed 


by an Igorot girl chosen by the 
tribe's chief. He said that after 
regaining his health he learned 
tribal law required that he and 
the girl be married. 
At first, 


he said, he refused, but finally 
complied under threat of death. 


Lehnus escaped shortly 
after 


the wedding, but was recaptured 
by the Japanese and held prisoner 
until the war ended.

Industrial Users 
Press 


For More; Would Cut 


Share of Others 


Washington, Dec. 
13—(AP)-— 


Lines are being drawn for a fight 
in congress over the sugar short- 
age. 


The issue will center on the 


Truman 
a.clnuiiist;ration's policy 


of sharing sugar produced in the 
Caribbean area with Europe and 
Canada. This .policy was started 
early in the war in order to as 
sure this country's fighting allie- 
of essential supplies. 


Now that the war is over anc 


world sugar production is in- 
creasing from the low levels to 
which it dropped during the con 
flict, i there are many who con 
tend this sharing should be aban 
doned, 


Lining up on one side are manj 


industrial users, such as candy- 
makers, bakers, soft drink bot- 
tlers, and food processors. 
Like 


individual consumers, they are be 
ing rationed. 
They are ' allowed 


only 60 per cent of the quantity 
they used in 1941. 


Want to Fill Market 


These users want more sugar 


They have a potential market for 
more of their products than they 
can make with their limited su- 
gar supplies. 


They say they could provide 


more jobs if they had more sugar 
They arg-ue that the employment 
level of sugar-using industries has 
been held down and that many 
small businesses dependent upon 
sugar have been forced to suspend 
operations. 


Siding with these users are 


many individual consumers who 
have grown tired of being limited 
to ration 
levels averaging 
25 


pounds a person a. year. 


The total per capita supply 


available this year was about 73 
pounds, including that rationed 
directly to consumers and that 
granted 
industrial 
users. 
This 


compares with a per capita of 
100 pounds before the war. 


Industries Want More 


A delegation of industrial users 


mnd distributors told Secretary of 
Agriculture Clinton P. Anderson 
recently that at least enough su- 
gar should be made available to 
the United States in 1947 to re- 
establish per capita consumption 
to the pre-war level. 


Government sugar experts say 


this is impossible if the United 
States is to live up to its interna- 
tional obligations and is not to 
Play a "hoggish role." 


They contend that world pro- 


duction of sugar, while increas- 
ing, if not enough to allow all 
countries to raise consumption to 
pre-war levels. 


Thi« year, under the sharing- 


program, the United States was 
allocated 20 per cent of the world 
production, or about the same 
percentage of the world output it 
consumed before the war. Other 
countries similarly were allocat- 
ed shares in line with their pre- 
war percentage of consumption. 


Fear Others' Opinion 


Officials say that if the United 


States undertook to raise per 
capita consumption in 1947 to pre- 
.war levels, it would, take over 25 
per cent of the world supply This 
they add, would force much of 
.the rest of the world to get along

Cuba Might Object 


Under the world-sharing ar- 


rangement, the United States buys 
the Cuban crop. 
In doing this, 


competition for the sugar is elim- 
inated, and prices are lower than 
otherwise 
would 
prevail. 
The 


Cuban crop is divided among the 
normal customers of 'Cuba in 
about the same proportion that 
they divided the crop before the 
war. The other countries pay the 
United States for their part. 


It is quite possible, officials 


say, that should this country move 
to take the entire Cuban crops, 
that country as well" as others 
might object. 


Cuba is anxious to have its 


normal customers—Great Britain, 
France and Canada and other 
countries as well as the United 
States—share in present supplies, 
because she expects to need those 
countries as customers in the fu- 
ture, when sugar no longer is 
short.

I eph B. and 
Morton—since their 


grandfather became a coin dealer 
in 1858. 


If you think coin collecting is 


just an Indian-head penny game 
for the kiddies it may interest you 
to know that this year the Stack 
firm sold a $3 gold piece minted 
in San Francisco for $16,000. 


But you have to be careful. The 
Stacks know 
a man 
who paid 


So,000 for what he thought was a 
So gold piece of 1815. 
When he 
tried to insure it, however, it turn- 
ed out to be an 1S13 gold piece 
worth only S50. A counterfeiter 
had, worked on the piece. 


Coin 
collecting is now in the 


midst of its biggest boom with an 
estimated quarter of a million fol- 
lowers in this country alone. Jos- 
eph Stack estimates about 40.000 
of these are "serious" collectors. 
. "Prices have doubled since the 


war, 
chiefly because of the in- 
creased demand", he said. One of 
the chief stimulants has been the 
sending home by American sold- 
iers of souvenir coins from abroad!
